This is a 2068 program derived from 
a program in the book, 80 Practical 
Time-Saving Pragrams For The TRS-80, 
by Charles Carrol. The original was 
for GWBASIC and similar Basics. 


The great circle, as I understand 
it, is essentially the sheartest 
distance across the Earth sphere, as 
if it was a globe on a stand 
string was placed between two 
points, the origin and the 
destination. The string, if properly 
placed, would measure the shortest 
distance between these points. This 
program dees just that, calculating 


the distance in nautical miles. The 
bearing is also given in degrees. 
A world. atlas can be used for 


obtaining the latitude and longitude 


of lacations on the Earth. When the 
latitude is given as South, it is 
entered as a negative number as i5 
longitude when given as East. The 
numbers in degrees must be in 
decimal so minutes and seconds must 


be canverted by dividing by 60. 


In running the author’s problem, I 
came within about 2 miles in over 
4400 nautical miles, so computers 
and calculators may not give exact 
results. The bearing came out 
exactly the same.

FROM THE EDITOR’ S 
DESK 


Last month I was short of space! to 
give credit for two short articles. 
The first "Did You Know" was from 
the book, How to create Adventure 
Games, by christopher Lampton which 
is a short book of about 80 pages 
and was written as a Camputer 
Awareness book. It takes the reader 
through the steps to oraduce an 
adventure program. 


The second "Did You Knaw" article 
was from a 1983 edition of The’ IBM, 
PC-DOS Handbook by Richard Allen 
King, a SIBEX book fram the local 
library. Some of the data is out of 
date as version 2.0 is the latest 
MS-DOS covered. 


I also obtained this interesting bit 
of information--what is the origin 
of "bug" and “debug" often used in 
the camputer jarqon. Well, it seems 
that back in the days before PCs, 
when all kinds of electro and 
mechanical devices were incorporated 
into those large machines called 
main frames, an effort was being 
made to find why a machine failed to 
operate properly. Ultimately the 
compressed body of a moth was found 
caught in the workings of a_ relay. 
Upon removal the machine proceeded 
function properly. This seems to be 
the origin of the terms "bug" and 
“debug". Recently I say a picture 
of what was reputed to be this moth 
pinned to daily work record. So 
much for history!. 


Some more information-——-the first 
PC-DOS version 1.0 and 1.1 were 
limited to managaing floppy disk 
systems. Version 2.0 was developed 
to manage the new fixed disk systems 
Chard drives) being offered in the 
latest PC computers. 


At an October swap meet where all 
kinds od computer paraphernalia was 
traded/sold, I purchased an early 
model of the NEC8102A lap top 
computer, which puts it back about 1 
step above the 2068. However, it is 
so modern that it includes circutry 
and programs for a bar reader. Do

you remember when there was a wish 
for a bar reader for your computer? 
Such improvements as a tape drive 
terminal including contral of the 
motor drive, 3 serial ports with 3 
kinds of connections, a parallel 
printer port, bar reader port, a 
pluq-in RAM port, two blacks of 32k 
RAM, an additional 32k ROM socket, 
batteries and power supply are part 
of the machine. Ten function keys, 
a 40 by 8 screen, a BASIC lanquage, 
a telecomunication program and an 
elementary ward processar on FROM are 
included. Someone has added a 
second ROM chino with an enhanced 
text program plus a machine cade 
generating proqram. Another 
"“feature"is addresable 32k of RAM in 
two banks, the idea being that an 
operating program can be in one bank 
and the data can be an the _ secand 
bank. 


Those readers who have used the 
Radia Shack 100 lap top will 
recognize many of these features. 
So much for feature trade offs. The 
8102A lacks disk drive capability so 
the idea is to send programs back 
and forth from a MS-DOS compatible 
computer with disk drive 
capabilities. So far that idea 
hasn’t been successful for me. Some 
day I will salve the technique of 
transmitting and receiving directly 
through the serial ports. There are 
a batch of utilities and programs 
obtained with the computer that I 
would like to use. Maybe a qacd 
reader out there can give me the 
camplete details af how toa do this, 
using null cable. 


One more bit of wisdam heared 
recently, “Computers get out of date 
so fast these days that if you can 
buy it, it is out of date".
